Bryan and Sewall was firstheard by the 
people—those who, after all, are most in- 
terested—a shout of joy went up which 
told of their enthusiasm over the victory 
in sight which should give them relief. 

From all classes of reformers alike came 
the response that the hour of deliverance 
Was at hand, a response so decided that 
mere ring workers were confounded, and 
knew not what to say. The populist party, 
like the democratic, has its ‘‘old man of 
the sea,”” of whom it is now trying to get 
rid, as did the latter in Chicago. 

“You struck us a ‘fearful blow when 
you nominated Bryan,” said Yancey Car- 
ter, one of the delegates from Georgia, 
“Our people think so much of him that I 
fear many of them will be led off.’ 

“But if the freedom of the people has 
been won, what more do you want?” was 
asked him. 

“Our organization,’’ said he, “must be 
preserved. To indorse Bryan now would 
be to abandon all those who are in the 
field upholding populism, and the party 
would go out of existence.” 

This is the extent of the argument 
which one hears about the Laclede. This 
class of the populists has been badged and 
marked “in the middie of the road; from 
s0me mysterious source the wheels have 
been set in motion and the first arrivals 
of delegates were strongly posted against 
the indorsement of Bryan. 

The fact that most of these who thus 
declared themselves in the middle of the 
road were honest, rendered it all the more 
dificult to get at the inspiring cause of 
this revived party spirit. The tactful lob- 
byist never lets his hand be seen and no 
One can deny that Mark Hanna has devel- 
Oped wonderful aptitude in line of 
business, 

The people of the United States in the 
Proportion of three to one are in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of. silver, 
With all the attendant consequences which 
Such a statement inrplies. The democratic 
convention, meeting first, 
the complete annihilation 
power and adopted a platform and a can.- 
didate which even Tom Watson’s paper 
declared would be the accomplishment’ of 
the dearest desires of those who had gone 
out of the old parties to fight for popular 
relief. 

To permit this acceptable platform and 
Candidate to be accepted by the people’s 
party convention means the destruction of 
Mr. McKinley’s presidential hopes. To 
attempt to bribe the earnest men who 
have assentbled here would be clumsy; to 
appeal, however, to their prejudices, en- 
Eendered through several heated cam- 
Paigns, would be easy and the victims of 
appeal would never realize how they had 
been used to forward an obnoxious cause. 

One of Mark Hanna’s Methods. 

The appearance in every group of dele- 
Sates, therefore, of a stranger, whose 
tongue is oiled "for the occasion furnished 
the means of proselytism. These appeals 
were made persistently to the southern del- 
egates, who constitute one-half of the con- 
vention. 

“The democrats have treated you bad- 
ly,” one of these ready-made orators would 
Say. “They have kept you out of jury 
box, out of offices to which you were elect- 
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ed and if you indorse their candidate you 
will lose all.’’ 

This kind of talk had its effect and up to 
last night it looked Squally for Bryan, but 
today a marked Change is observed. Men 
who yesterday declared that nothing but 
the middle of the road would do today talk 
of compromise. 

“Do something which wil] give us rec- 
ognition,”’ they Say. “Divide the electors 
or let us name the vice president. We all 
like Bryan, but we do not want Sewall.”

The “act that 
he has been presented by the democracy 
contains no objection, for all our par-

a good effect. The argument in favor of 
all free silver men combining for victory 
is too strong to be resisted by honest men.

Kolb Speaks Out for Bryan. 


Probably the most powerful influence in 
crippling, if not in smashing, the republi- 
can scheme to put out a third ticket is 
Colonel Reuben F. Kolb, of Alabama. If 
there is a populist in the south who had 
cause for nursing grievances against the 
democfatic party it is Colonel Kolb, yet, 
putting all of that in the past, he comes to 
the front and says: 

I am looking to the future. For years 
we have fought to secure certain re- 
forms. Now that we have them within 
ouregrasp, I care not from whose hands 
they come, I am in favor of accepting 
them. The reform people have _ got 
together and there is no power on earth 
that can keep them asunder. I am in 
favor of the straight indorsement of 
Bryan and Sewall. We owe it to the 
common people who have braved s0 
much to accomplish what is in sight. 
We have no right to put anything 
in their way. 

Perhaps the most important development 
of the past twenty-four hours was the ar- 
rival of Senator Jones, of Arkansas, 
chairman of the democratic national com- 
mittee. His presence for consultation fully 
disposed of the assertion which had been 
so effectively used that the democrats had 
not treated the. expected allies with the 
respect due those who -were to help in 
wearing the harness. 

In his interview with 
Chairman Jones assured them that 
all who supported the ticket would 
be accorded the recognition which 
was due. As a consequence of 
all this the feeling today is more hope- 
ful, though not yet prefectly clear. One 
of those who persists in keeping the hatch- 
et in the air is the chairman of the Arkan- 
sas delegation. 

‘The democrats stole our platform,”’ said 
he, “leaving us nothing to stand on.

What Middle of the Road Means, 

A weak effort was made tonight to stiffen 
up the opposition to Weaver by the publi- 
cation in an evening paper of a telegram 
from Mr. Peak, of Georgia, thus: 

“Tell the boys that I am coming in the 
middle of the road.”’ . 

‘What does this mean?’’ said a delegate 
from Colorado, ‘“‘but assisting in the elec- 
tion of McKinley?” 

He continued: 

This talk about the middle of the road 
means that now the people of the coun- 
try have got together we should go to 
work and divide them, so that under 
McKinley we would have the gold 
Standard clinched and made permanent; 
a high protective law re-established and 
all the evils of republicanism once more 
fastened upon us. Standing together the 
defeat of the gold conspiracy is a cer- 
tainty; divided its success is beyond our 
attack four years from now. 

One of the best evidences of the impend- 
ing collapse of the opposition to Bryan 
was afforded by a caucus of the Reform 
Press Association at the St. James this af- 
ternoon. The publishers of populist papers 
are at the head and front of the opposi- 
tion to Bryan because, as they argue, if 
the democratic party succeeded this year 
in settling the popudar grievances, there 
would be no need of populist papers. This 
afternoon’s meeting was impromptu and 
intended to declare straight opposition to 
Bryan. It fell short of that action con- 
siderably, only insisting upon preserving 
organization, but granting that, while they 
would go before the people with electors, 
the successful ones would vote for Bryan. 
Mr. Burkett, of Mississippi, as the spokes- 
man for this scheme, thus outlined it for 
The Constitution: 

The only course left us is to preserve 
our party organization by adoption of 
a straight platform. Up to date, the 
democrats have shown us no courtesy. 
They have pursued a policy of disorgani- 
zation, relying upon gathering the strag- 
glers from our ranks and disrupting our 
organization. We insist first that we 
must preserve our organization, and 
second that McKinley must be defeated. 
We are ready to make any honorable 
terms with the democrats to accomplish 
this result. Our plan is that the demo- 
crats and populists should run a joint 
electoral ticket in every state in the 
union, the division to be based upon the 
vote of 1894. Having made a platform 
and nominated a ticket, we would be 
in an attitude to treat thus with the 
democrats; otherwise there would be a 
surrender Of our organization. These 
electors—a majority of whom would. in 
the nature of things, be democrats— 
would elect Bryan and Sewall, or Bryan 
and our vice presidential nominee: then 
as an evidence of good faith, the two 
men left would have to be taken into the 
cabinet. This is somewhat roughly 
stated, but it contains the kernel of my 
idea.

Call’s head was aimost cut off, and his 
heart was visible from a wound in his 
breast. 

The head of the girl killed was also al- 
most cut off and her hé@art cut out. The 
children were cut in a dozen places. A 
coroner’s jury was impaneled. 

The verdict was that Etta Robbins com- 
mitted the murders. The boat was cut 
loose and brought here and the woman 
placed in jail,

LAUGH AS THEY BIDE TO DEATH 


| Women Enjoy a Wild Runaway Caus- 


ing Death of Seventeen Men. 

Baltimore, Md., July 2.—Captain Weise, 
of the steamship America, which arrived 
today from Jamaican ports, brought news 
of a serious railroad accident on the new 
Janfiica railroad, in which seventeen per- 
sons lost their lives and twenty-two others 
were severely injured, 

It occurred July 11th about ten giles from 
Annato Bay. 

A locomotive drawing six flat cars loaded 
with colored laborers, male and female, 
was descending a steep grade on the side 
of the mountain when the airbrakes [failed 
ani the train began a wild fight down the 
mountain side. All efforts of the train 
crew to check its speed proved unavailing, 
and it shot down the steep grade like a 
rocket. 

Not reclizing that the train was beyond 
control, the women clapped their hands 
with glee and laughed and cheered as they 
flew over the rails, but their laughter was 
soon followed by the shrieks of the wound- 
ed and groans of the dying. Near the bot- 
tom of the grade the runaway train collid- 
ed with a locomotive which was. standing 
on the track. 

Seven men jumped from the cars and 
were instantly killed, three being decapi- 
tated. Thirty-two others were more or less 
seriously injured, of which number ten died 
afterwards, 

Not a woman was severely hurt. Both 
locomotives and the cars were demolished. 
The track was torn up for a considerable 
distance,

Report of the Interstate Commiss;.on 
for the Year Complete.

Washington, July 20.—The gold reserve 
today stood at $89,761,336, with withdrawals 
of $3,706,300, of which 3,030,000 was for ex- 
port. The large amount, over $676,000, 
taken presumably for |‘‘hoarding’’ purposes, 
Was regarded by treasury officials as the 
unfavorable feature of the day’s transac- 
tions. 

For the past two weeks small amounts 
of gold for the purpose have been with- 
drawn, but today’s wfthdrawals for that 
purpose are targer than for any other day 
this year. A reassuring rumor which 
reached here to the effect that the New 
York national banks have formed a pool 
and will turn into the treasury $20,000,000 


in gold for legal tenders was well received ‘ 


by treasu-~y officials. 

It was pointed out that they were amply 
able to do so. Mint Director Preston on 
July ist estimated that there was in the 
United States $598,000,000 in gold and by 
the last report the national banks of the 
United States had $179,000,000 and the na- 
tional banks of New York alone had of 
this sum 346,000,000. This total has been 
increased since then and is doubtless now 
nearly $50,000,000. 

The administration’s policy to keep the 
gold reserve up to a point of confidence has 
never wavered, 

This policy, it is stated, will be main- 
tained even if a new bond issue ‘s therefore 


| made necessary. Here are some facts re- 


garding bond issues: 


Already four bond issues have 
been put forth, amounting to 
$262,315,000, from which was 
realized $293,444,.271. These is- 
sues have increased the annual 
interest charge nearly $9,000,.- 
000 a year. On March 4, 1893, 
there was in the treasury $103,- 
000,000 in gold. This amount 
added to the sum realized from 
bond sales since makes $396,- 
000,000. By subtracting from 
this amount the gold on hand 
today, $89,000,000, shows that 
since March 4, 1893, $307,000,- 
@O0O in gold has been with- 
drawn. Treasury officials attri- 
bute the heavy withdrawals to 
foreign holders of American se- 
curities throwing them upon the 
market. 


In view of the fact that the treasury has 
lost since July Ist $13,000,000 in gold and 
present indications point to further with- 
drawals this week, treasury Officials who 
have had confidential refations with al 
former bond issues, say that it will be 
much easier and more advantageous to the 
government if a bond issue has to be made 
to do it before the gold reserve reaches the 
limit of $60,000,000.

Ingalls Says That the Silver People 
in His State Are Gather- 
ing Strength. 


Cleveland, O., July 2.—(Special.)—The 

McKinley managers are becoming very 
much disturbed over the growth of the 
free silver movement. From all points of 
the compass come reports to Hanna that 
the free silver people are moving heaven 
and earth to carry the election next No- 
vember for their Nebraska candidate. 

According to the testimony of Mr. L. E. 
Holden, editor and proprietor of The 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, ‘‘for every man 
that goes over to the goldbug ranks from 
five to fifteen enlist their fortunes under 
the free silver banner.’’ 

In short Mr. Holden said today that Mc- 
Kinley would be defeated in Ohio by a 
large majority. Ohio will be one of the 
battle grounds of the two standards. And 
the McKinley people are preparing for 
a@ spirited fight all along the line. Gold 
literature is to be circulated right and left 
and stump speeches are to be made by the 
score. ; 

The fact that Mr. Bryan will enter the 
lists will cause Major McKinley to change 
bis plans and compel him to give up nis 
policy of silence. The republicans propose 
to take no chances on the result and are 
at present quietly conducting a careful 
canvass in every state to find out the 
length mand breadth of the silver movement. 
As soon as this has been done some big 
missionary efforts are to ve put forth. 

Senator Quay, of Pennsylvania, will not 
take an active part in the campaign. His 
health is bad and he is soon going south to 
fish and canoe. ‘Mr. Hanna will oversee 
matters on all sides and keep a particular 
eye on the south. Both he and Major Mc- 
Kinley are anxious to talk protection and 
will shy off from the silver question 
much as possible. In .other words, 
idea is to catch many silver votes 
as possible by diverting the silver- 
ites from the money issue to 
tariff talk. But neither Mark 
nor the major seems to fully recognize the 
grim determination of the free coinage men 
to force the money question to the front. 
Here in Ohio alone there promises to be as 
flerce a fight waged as any one could wish. 
The Ohio Farmer, a big agricultural week- 
ly, has been preaching free silver for years, 
and its constituency numbers the majority 
of the Buckeye farmers. All these want to 
see better times and are hence casting in 
their lot with Bryan. 

McKinley and Hanna To Confer. 

Mr. Hanna reaches here from Chicago in 
the morning. Major McKinley is already 
here. These two will at once confer, and 
then the campaign headquarters will be 
formally opened at New York and Chicago 
this week. No time is to be wasted, for 
the McKinley managers fully recognize one 
thing—that their candidate is not going to 
have a walkover. 

Indeed, already the run on the gold re- 
serve at Washington indicates that the 
coming campaign will be the spiciest in the 
annals of our country. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, is here. 
He bears this testimony to the general dis- 
content prevailing at the monetary condi- 
tion. Said Mr. Ingalls: 

The farmers in the south and wést as 
well as the wage earner are far from 
satisfied; in fact, I do not know of any 
time when there has been such general 
dissatisfaction. For vears these men 
have been voting with their party, be it 
democratic or republican, and all the 
time have seen their farms steadily 
decrease in value, and have heard the 
explanation on one side that it was due 
to free trade, and on the other it 
might be attributed to protection; now 
they have come to the point of doing 
a little thinking on their own part—in 
fact, they have had little else than 
thinking to do for the past four years.

many reasons, it shows that he and his 
colleagues are not so well fixed in the 
middle of the road as they were this morn- 
ing, and the growing impression is that 
by Wednesday a great many of them will 
take to the sunny sidewalk. — 

The delegates here who are favorable to 
the indorsement of Mr. Bryan met at their 
headquarters at the Lindell hotel this 
evening and mrade permanent their tem- 
porary organization of last night, elect- 
ing Hon. J. B. Weaver chairman, and 
Messrs. Bailey, Young and Merritt secre- 
taries. They also appointed a _ steering 
committee, with Mr. Weaver as chairman, 
to take in hand the movement for the in- 
dorsement of Mr. Bryan. 

Among the states represented at the 
meeting were: Maryland, Pennsytwania, 
Colorado, Kansas, Oklahoma, Nevada, 
Utah, California, Washington, West Vir- 
ginia, Nebraska, District of Columbia, In- 
diana, Iowa, and Montana. An imperfect 
canvass of the delegates so far as they 
had arrived was reported, as a result of 
which the Bryan people make the follow- 
ing claims as to delegates: 

Alabama 5, Colorado 45, Delaware 3, 
Ijlinois 27, Iowa 30, Nebraska 51, Okla- 
honra 9, California 19, Indiana 30, Kan- 
sas 92, Maryland 9, Nevada 7, Pennsyl- 
vania 30, West Virginia 8, District of 
Columbia 4, Utah 5. Total 423. 

Besides these definite claims Bryan’s 
friends say they have had assurances of a 
large part if not all of the Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Oregon, Washington and Ohio dele- 
gations. There are also various States 
from which no word ‘has been received 
and to which no claim is made. 

The ‘‘middle-of-the-road”’ faction does 
not admit these claims. They say in the 
case of California they will get all but 
three votes anil in Iowa a majority. They 
also claim that Missouri and Washington 
will be with them instead of with the 
Bryan people. They admit that Alabama 
is doubtful, but claim the solid votes of 
Texas, Mississippi and Florida against the 
indorsement of Bryan. 

In fact, at a late hour tonight it was 
authoritatively stated that Brvan should 
have the nomination; that while there 
might —hbe a bolt, it would not prevent those 
who hold the best interests of the people 
at heart from declaring for him and that 
Mark Hanna’s barrel should not be per- 
mitted to stand in the way of progress.

DEMOCRATIC PROSPECTS BRIGHT 


Outlook Promising in Ohio, Indiana 
and Other Western States. 

Cincinnati, O., July 20.—The news from 
Ohio and Indiana neceived here indicates 
the greatest dissatisfaction among re- 
publicans that has ever existed in a presi- 
dential year since the party was organized. 
A traveling salesman for agricultural ma- 
chinery, who has been in western Ohio 
and Indiana since the Chicago convention 
Says that farmers are almost solid for 
Bryan where he has been. “I am a repub- 
lican,’’ he said, “‘but I tell you, we have 
no chance if the country is like where I 
have been. I have been all over the fourth 
congressional district of Indiana and this 
special to The Enquirer,’’ which he read, 
“gives the exact status where I have been.’ 

The special referred to wus as follows: 

“A gentleman who was at the fourth dis- 
trict democratic convention Thursday said 
he met there twenty old-time republicans 
who told him they were for 16-to-1 silver, 
and as much of it as could be coined. They 
belong to the rank and file of the party, 
talking very much as Major S. R. Glenn, of 
Greensburg, did. The major has been vot- 
ing for whig and republican candidates 
Without a break since 1848. He is a Mexi- 
can and civil war veteran, who believes 
that Bryan is another Lincoln, and that 
he ought to have the aid and vote of every 
believer in Lincoln republicanism, and the 
welfare of the common people. 

“For a while,’ the major said, ‘I had 
hopes that the republican party, with which 
I have worked and voted since 1848, would 
respond to the wishes of the masses of the 
people, but in this I was disappointed, as I 
know many of my republican neighbors 
are. 

_‘**Many of them feel just as I do, and 
nave told me so. I have respect for those 
who do not and who will not vote in ac- 
cordance with their convictions, but 1 rea] 
ly think that most intelligent and patriotic 
men would vote for silver and Bryan if 
they would only read and weigh impartial- 
ly the arguments for and against. I con- 
sider that I am voting for real and original 
republicanism in voting for the independ- 
ent free coinage of both silver and gold at 
the old ratio, and nobody can doubt that 
Lincoln would be on that side of the ques- 
tion now; yes, and Grant and Garfield, too.’ 

“The democratic committees of Rush, 
Decatur and Ripley counties have received 
assurances from other republicans, and 
some of them very influential in their re- 
spective localities, who have decided to 
vote for the Chicago candidate. Within the 
next two weeks there will be an announce- 
ment by a judge in Rush county, who has 
never been anything else but a republican, 
that he will not only vote for Bryan, but 
take the stump for him. 

“The judge wanted to make his decision 
known before this, but at the request of 
the democratic committee, until it had cer- 
tain plans perfected, withholds it. But it 
is coming, and when it does there will be 
something of a sensation in Rush. Down 
in Ripley there is a gentleman the repub- 
licans once had in their district convention 
as a candidate for congress. He has decid- 
ed to leave the party and go along with 
democracy hereafter. He, too, is to take 
the stump, and who it is will be known be- 
fore many days. 
¢ “If the republican state central committee 
wants to know the length and breadth of 
dissatisfaction in its pagtv it should send 
out a reliable agent, who will have no 
trouble in picking up just such information 
as this in any county seat in the state.”’

'EXPECTED SILVER MA 


NIFESTO HAS BEEN ISSUED. 
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Senator Teller and His Colleagues Promulgate an Unas- 
sailable Address on Their Attitude and Free Coinage. 


Manitou, Col., July 20.—The committee of 
bolting republicans who have been in ses- 
sion here for several days late this after- ) 
noon made public the following manifesto: 

We deem it fitting that we who have 
heretofore affiliated with the national 
republican party, and who have rejected 
the financial plank of the platform 
adopted at St. Louis and refused to sup- 
port the nominces of the convention, 
should state our position in the presi-_ 
dential campaign, and give briefly our 
reasons in support thereof. 

When certain delegates to the national 
republican convention repudiated the 
financial plank of the platform and 
withdrew from the convention, we de- 
clared that we would give our support 
to such candidates as should appear 
most willing and capable of aiding in the 
restoration of silver to its rightful place 
as standard money. 

The democratic party has at its Chi- 
cago convention taking a position in its 
platform ‘so pronouncedly favorable to 
silver, and has nominated candidates of 
such unquestionable convictions in favor 
of the bimetallic policy, and of such high 
personal character, that we have de- 
termined to give them our support. We 
support such candidates because they 
represent the great principles of bimetal- 
lism, which we believe to be the cause 
of humanity, of civilization and the para- 
mount question now before the American 
people. 

We therefore announce that we shall 
in voice and vote support Messrs. Bryan 
and Sewall for president and vice pr¢si- 
dent, and we appeal to all citizens, and 
especially republicans who feel, as we 
do, that gold monometallism would be of 
lasting injury to the country, to act with 
us in securing their election. 

The democrats who believe in the gold 
standard are announcing their intention 
to support Mr. McKinley or proposing 
to put a third candidate in the field for 
the avowed purpose of aiding Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s election. A great number of 
leading and influential democratic jour- 
nals have declared they will support the 
republican nominees. It is evident 
there is to be a union of forces of the 
advocates and supporters of the gold 
standard to elect Mr. McKinley and a 
corgress favorable to him, which will 
support. the financial policy outlined in 
the republican platform. 


That Bimetallism Veneering. 


To those who believe in bimetallism, 
which means the equal treatment of 
both gold and silver at the mints of the 
nation, there is but one course to pur- 
gue, and that is to unite all the silver 
forces and to oppose with all our might 
the candidate representing the policy 
which we believe is fraught with dis- 
aster to the nation and ruin to the peo- 
ple. Gold monometallism means the 
shifting to gold alone as primary moncy 
all the burdens of commerce and credit 
formerly borne by gold and silver, and 
as the world’s stock of these metals has 
always been about equal in amount it 
means the doubling of the burden upon 
gold; Doubling the burden upon gold 
means doubling the demand for the 
same, and doubling the demand of 
necessity doubles the value thereof. 
This gradual shifting to gold of all the 
burdens of both gold and _ silver has 
caused a gradual and steady increase 
in the value of every dollar redeemable 
in gold, and hence a gradual and steady 
decline in the value of every commodity 
that is measured by that dollar. The 
representatives and supporters of Mr. 
McKinley consented to the insertion in 
the St. Louis platform of the gold 
standard declaration, thinly veneered by 
a declaration for bimetallism, ‘“‘when 
the leading commercial nations of the 
world should consent,’”’ but until that 
consent was secured the gold standard 
must be maintained. 

It is well known that this consent can- 
not be secured from Great Britain and 
that such declaration for bimetallism 
means nothing with this limitation upon 
‘it. Mr. McKinley consented to the 
declaration for the gold standard in the 
platform and in his recent speeches has 
accepted it and has become the advo- 
cate thereof; he has shown by_ his 
speeches heretofore made that he 
understood the danger of the gold 
standard and the distress which would 
be inflicted -upon the American people 
by this adoption, and yet he pledges 
the people to support and maintain that 
system and fasten upon them all the 
evils of the financial system which he 
has heretofore repudiated if they will 
make him president. Whatever may 
have been his attitude on the money 
question in the past, he must inevitably 
hereafter support the same financial 
system that the present democratic ad- 
ministration has; and if elected must 
continue the policy of Mr. Cleveland in 
the sale of bonds. in time of peace. 
Hence with the success of Mr. McKin- 
ley we may look for a continued in- 
crease of the public debt and the sale 
of bonds to maintain the gold standard. 

Situation Is Analyzed. 

That the condition of the country is 
not satisfactory all admit. The pro- 
ducers of wealth are not receiving fair 
and proper compensation for their labor, 
whether in field, factory or mine; en- 
terprise has ceased; discontent und dis- 
tress prevail to an extent never before 
known in the history of the country, 
and no reason can be found for such an 
unhappy condition save in a _ vicious 
monetary system. Those who profess 
to deplore the present financial con- 
dition and oppose the free coinage of 
silver are divided in opinion as to the 
cause of the present condition. Some 
declare that it is because we have too 
much tariff; others that we have not 
enough; while the fact exists that every 
gold standard country in the world, 
whether it has a high or low tariff, is 
now and has been during recent years 
in the throes of a financial panic, and 
every silver standard country com- 
pared with its former condition is en- 
joying an industrial development and 
degree of prosperity hitherto unknown 
in its history. 

While thus differing in opinion, they 
unite in asserting that the gold stand- 
ard must be maintained until foreign 
countries shall signify their willingness 
that the American people shall exer- 
cise the right of freemen and create 
a financial system of their own. If we 
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overlook the humiliation and degrada- 
tion we must feel on account of such a 
declaration of financial dependency, w® 
may well inquire when the consent of 
the leading commercial nations will be 
obtained. No one who has read the 
proceedings of the three international 
monetary conferences that have al- 
ready been held, or who has examined 
the impracticable propositions pre- 
sented at these conferences can for @ 
moment believe that any international 
bimetallic agreement can ever be madé 
with the consent of “all the leading 
commercial nations of the world.” 


When Will Britain Consent? 

When will Great Britein, controlled 
as she is and ever will be by the cred- 
itor classes, who collect vast sums of 
money for interest due her and her citt- 
zens, who buys of us annually many 
more millions than she sells to us, and 
whose interest it is to make the pound 
sterling purchase as much of our prod- 
ucts a3 possible, consent that we shall 
be financially independent. as we are 
supposed to be politically independent? 
When did the creditor classes of Great 
Britain ever give up or in any way 
yield an advantage such as they now 
possess through the maintenance of 
the gold standard? There is no hope 
for internationa] bimetallism until the 
United States shall establish bimetal- 
lism for itself, and when that is done 
international bimetallism may be se- 
cured without the consent of Great 
Britain. The United States on all sub- 
jects of legislation acts independently 
of any other nation on earth, By what 
process of reasoning is its right, au- 
thority or ability to legislate upon this 
the most important subject with which 
it has to deal; questioned or denied? 

With a nation equal in wealth and 
power to one-fourth of the world, it ts 
cowardly to say that we must ask the 
permission of Great Britain to establish 
and maintain a financial policy of our 
own. Believing as we do, that a return 
to the monetary system especially rec- 
organized in the constitution and com- 
pletely provided for by law from 1732 
till 1873 affords the only ground of hope 
for the betterment of the distressed con- 
dition of all the classes except those 
who live by the increment that money 
loaned gives to those who loan ‘t, we 
appeal to all classes to rally to the 
support of the only candidates whose 
success indicates any hope of relief. 

Let the merchant and business man, 
whose dwindling and lessened profits 
have, despite his care and economy, 
brought him face to face with prospec- 
tive bankruptcy and ruin; the profes- 
sional man, whose. best efforts scarce- 
ly afford him compensation for his 
labor alone; the farmer, the continual- 
ly falling prices of whose products have 
left him no returns for capital invested 
and work performed; and last but not 
least, let the grand army of laboring 
men so-called, the artisan, the mechan- 
ic and the miner, and every one who 
depends upon his daily ltabor for his 
daily bread, look about hint and ob- 
serve the great number of those who 
vainly seek for a chance to work, upon 
the enforced {idlers, and all resolve to 
try, not an experiment (for bimetallism 
is not an experiment), but rather a re- 
turn to a policy that throughout the 
vicisgitudes of our nation’s infancy, 
throWgh the internecine struggle of its 
manhood, kept us a great, free and 
prosperous nation in which labor was 
not only respected and employed, but 
Was so compensated that want and dis- 
tress such as now weigh upon us was 
unknown. Let the lesson of history, 
too recent and téo plain to be gainsaid 
or denied, be heeded, and let there be no 
fear that a system that so wonderfully 
protected labor, developed business en- 
terprise and secured to the nation a 
contented and proseprous people in the 
past, will do au@bt but bring to us a 
return of like prosperity, the predic- 
tions of disaster of our opponents to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

Commendation of Bryan. 

In Mr. Bryan the Chicago convention 
placed at the head of its ticket a gen- 
tlemen of exceptional ability and of 
high character. No man of his age 
was better known throughout the Unit- 
ed States than he. A member of con- 
gress for four years, he commanded 
the admiration and respect of all his 
associates in that body as a scholarly 
statesman and profound thinker. No 
man had ever assailed his character 
or in any way questioned his integrity 
or moral worth.

BRYAN TALKS TO COLORADOANS. 
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Delegates to the Silver Convention 
Call on the Nominee. 

Lincoln, Neb., July 20.—Fifty of the Colo- 
rado delegutes to the national silver con- 
vention reached Lincoln today at 1:15 p. 
m. en route to St. Louis, and called on Mr. 
Bryan at his new headquarters in the 
Lincoln hotel, 

I. N. Stevens, one of the delegates at 
large, made an introductory speech in 
which he said that Mr. Bryan would get 
90 per cent of the votes cast in Colorado. 

Predictions quite as encouraging to Mr. 
Bryan’s candidacy were also made by oth- 
er delegates. Those who spoke told Mr. 
Bryan that the people of the Rocky moun- 
tains were for him and were going to fol- 
low his lead in the campaign. In reply 
to the speeches Mr. Bryan said: 

“The interest I have taken in the money 
Question is not due to the fact that ” are 
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ng silver'in this country. Nor do 
believe that those of you here today 


would have different opinions on the subject 


if you lived in states which did not pro- 
duce silver. I have said time and again 
that I would be in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the present 
legal ratio of 16 to 1 if we did not produce 
one ounce of silver in the United States. 
It is not because we produce either silver 
or gold, but because we are in need of both 
that I am in favor of the restoration. 

“In so far as you have expressed your- 
selves in terms of personal compliment 
to me, while I cannot be indifferent to 
your kind words, we all know that this 
campaign is not going to be conducted on 
pérsonal lines.

Those who are inter- 
ested in the success of our cause will 
appreciate the situation and pardon 
me for making the following sugges- 
tions: 

1. As time will not permit a full dis- 
cussion of political questions in so large 
a number of private letters, I shall, in 
order to avoid discrimination, reserve 
all such discussions for public oc- 
casions. 

2. All offers of services and sugges- 
tions as to the conduct of the campaign 
should be made to the national commit- 
teemen representing the various states 
and territories. 

8. All requests for campaign litera- 
ture should be addressed to the secre- 
tary of the national committee, at com- 
mittee headquarters, as soon as head- 

quarters is established. 

If friends will be kind enough to ob- 
serve the above suggestions, I shall be 
able to devote my time more fully to 
the work of the campaign.

Body Was in State at the City Hall. 
Viewed by Thousands. 


Cambridge, Mass., July 20.—Funeral ser- 
vices over the remains of ex-Governor 
William E, Russell were held today. 

At 10:30 o’clock private services were 
conducted at the late residence of the 
deceased by Rev. Dr. Alexander McKen- 
zie, of Shepard Memorial church, the late 
governor’s pastor.

The fisoners were North Carolina 
darkies who have been working for the 
Beaboal Air-Line road near Statham, 
Jackso) county. 

A fevdays since, the story goes, James 
Rursonof Statham, came to Athens with 
a warint for George Maxey, colored, 
chargin him with obtaining goods under 
false petenses. Maxey was arrested and 
carriedio Statham and placed in jail. 

Maxe says that Saturday night six men 
came t the ¢alaboose at Statham, unlock- 
ed or toke open the doors and took him 
out ofiis cell. They carried him tnto the 
hallwa} bound his hands behind’ him and 
led hi, away. At first thev refused to 
tell hir what they wanted with him, but 
after tey had gone several miles into the 
country he was made painfully aware of 
their ral intentions. 

One ¢ the number 
from tie wagon in which 
from tie sack took a rope about twenty 
feet inlength. It dawned upon Maxey’s 
mind tliat the six men were going to hang 
him. ke didn't know who they were be- 
cause :hey were closely masked and he 
couldnt tell whether they were white or 
black.

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NEW ENGLAND DEMOCRATS. 


How Will Bryan and Sewall Fare in 
New England? 

Editor Constitution—Bryan and Sewall 
have made a new cleavage in New Eng- 
land politics, and as I study the situation 
and learn voublic sentinvent in various 
localities, | am surprised at the unexpected 
strength which they and free silver have 
developed. 

Free silver sentiment is very prevalent 
among the working men, many of whom 
have nad their wages reduced or have been 
thrown out of work by shut down of 
manufactories. Many of these working 
nfen are republicans, made so by the belief 
that it is higher tariff that they need, But 
some of them found immediately after the 
McKinley tariff was adopted that their 
wages were cut down. This’ ted them to 
investigate. It is the firm belief of most 
of them that the present tendency to gold 
monometallism by hoarding silver in the 
treasury instead of using it where “coin 
payments are required, is what is the mat- 
ter with the manufacturing industries of 
the east, as well as with the plantations 
and farms of the south and west. 

This sentinrent means a very large work- 
ing men’s vote for Bryan and Sewall, ana 
no small part of it from men who here- 
tofore have voted for republican candi- 
dates, especially in national elections. . It 
was this labor vote that gave Harrison 
the electorial vote of Massachusetts in 18¥2, 
when William KE. Russell was elected for 
the third time governor of the state. 

Maine was an old democratic state in 
vears before the war. Its democrats in 
1X78 heartily sustained silver remonetiza- 
tion, when the democratic congress that 
year passed this measure over President 
Hayes’s veto!’ They also opposed the re- 
tirenmrent and cancellation of the green- 
backs, leaving national banks to furnish 
the only paper currency, as the original 
resumption law required. It was the 
changés in this law making silver a full 
legal tender and providing for reissue of 
greenbacks that made resumption = possi- 
ble in 1879, and gave the four or tive years 
of prosperity that followed. That pros- 
perity waned in 1885 when Mr. Cleveland 
b-came president and made war upon sil- 
vec and began the slow grinding process 
if reducing the country, despite laws of 
congress to the contrary, to exclusive gold 
monometallism. There is a large green- 
back element in Maine, much of which has 
voted the republican ticket. It will all this 
year vote for Bryan and Sewall and will, 
I think, give them Maine's electoral votes, 
helped largeiy by Mr. Sewall’s personal 
popularity.

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SOUTHERN MEETS THE CUT. | 


Comeptitors of the Seaboard Announce | 


a Sweeping Reduction—Seaboard 
Goes Them One Better Still.

A dispatch from Baltimore received last 
night announces that the Southern railroad 
has met the cut of the Seaboard Air-Line, 
Blashing 331-3 per cent off of the regular 
rates from eastern to southern points. 

To go the Southern one better, the Sea- 
board made another cut in its rates, knock- 
ing off another 331-3 per cent, making the 
rates now one-third what they formerly 
were. The dispatch states that the cuts are 
only starters. 

The rate war appears to be spreading, and 
there is consternation in the ranks of the 
railroad men. Atlanta officials of the roads 
Stated yesterday that there was some doubt 
as to whether the Southern would make 
the cut with the Seaboard, but the Balti- 
more dispatch tells another tale. It follows: 


Reduction by Reduction. 

Baltimore, July 20.—The war in rates 
which was inaugurated last week by the 
Baltimore Steam Packet Company (Old 
Bay line) and the Seaboard Air-Line against 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake and Richmond 
Steamboat Company (York River line), and 
the Southern Railway Company, was re- 
newed today by a further slashing of the 
tariff. 

The Southern Railway Company today 
met the reduction of 331-3 per cent on Pas- 
sengers and freight to points south of Bal- 
timore, whereupon the Seaboard Air-Line 
announced a corresponding reduction on all 
business from Boston, Providence, New 
York and Philadelphia’ to the south, and 
tcnight went their competitors one better 
by cutting 331-3 per cent more off the old 
rate from Baltimore to southern points. The 
Single fare from New York to Atlanta will 
be $15. 

It was formerly $24. From Baltimore to 
Richmond and Norfolk the rate is $1, as 
against $3 before the war began. As low 
rates in proportion will be established to all 
points as far south as New Orleans. The 
cut of 331-3 per cent in freight rates covers 
all classes of freight in the territory as 
far east as Boston. This is the most sweep- 
ing reduction ever made in rates by any 
southern line, and it is given out that it is 
only a starter. 

President R. C. Hoffman, of the Seaboard 
Air-Line, said today: ‘‘We are in the fight 
to stay. The controversy was forced upon 
us against our will, and whatever demorali- 
zation in rates ensues will be upon the 
shoulders of those who made the issue, and 
not us.’’

Savannah, July 20.—(Special.)— 
Jeeeph D. president of the Savan- 
nah Bank an’ Trust Company, of this 
city, has bee. elected president of the 
Augusta and Savannah railroad in place 
of General A. KR. Lawton deceased. He was 
vice president of the road at the time of 
General Lawton’s death. The office ts 
largely an honorary one, as the road is 
operated by the Central and the officers 
have only to collect and pay out the divi- 
dends.

Republican Boodle at St. Louis. 

Without a division in the ranks of 
those who favor the free coinage of sil- 
ver there can be no hope of republican 
success this year. 

Realizing the need of vigorous action 
at this important juncture, the republi- 
can leaders have planned to capture the 
populist convention which meets to- 
morrow in St. Louis. 

In order to accomplish this result they 
have summoned to their aid the per- 
suasive power of boodle. Having more 
of this on hand than argument, they 
propose to conduct the campaign on a 
cash basis. No efforts have been made 
te disguise the fact that barrels of 
money are in the possession of the cam- 
paign managers in St. Louis. Indeed, 
statements to this effect have appeared 
in nearly all of the leading newspapers 
of the country. 

Mr. J. W. Turner, the secretary of the 
national executive committee of the pop- 
ulist party, states that on his way from 
Washington to St. Louis he met an Ohio 
republican with whom he conversed at 
some length. In the course of this inter- 
view the Ohio man expressed himself 
without reserve and openly declared 
that if money could prevent the indorse- 
ment of Bryan by the populists, he 
would never be indorsed. 

Discussing the methods of the repub- 
lican boss, whose fine Italian hand is 
distinctly visible in the St. Louis manip- 
ulations, Mr. Turner said: 


I do not make any charges against any 
member of our party, but I am convinced 
#hat there is a barrel of money supplied by 
@ersons interested in the repudiation of 
teh Chicago ticket. It is probably regard- 
ed as a shrewd political move, but since 
it has been exposed the effort is likely to 
prove abortive. 

Populists have now an opportunity such 
as they never had in the past. It would 
not only be folly, but.it would be a crime 
* to do anything but accept this opportunity. 
In my judgment there will be found enough 
sensible m in the convention to secure 
the official indorsement of Bryan. 
anti-Bryan men will probably bolt, and put 
up a,third ticket, but I have no thought 
that such a ticket would change the result 
in the slightest degree. 


For years. the aim of the populistis has 
been to secure the free coinage of silver. 
Having struggled so long with this end 
in view, they are now to be confronted 
with republican boodle as an induce- 
ment to have them throw an obstacle in 
the way of the success of the move- 
ment. 

By uniting with the democrats this 
fall they can secure what has been for 
years the hope and aim of the party— 
the return of that national prosperity 
which is possible only undes the policy 
of bimetallism. 

Should the convention at St.. Louis 
allow itself to be made the tool of Mr. 
Hanna and the gold standard forces, the 
populists of the country will not support 
the action of the convention but will 
vote squarely with the democrats in 
November. In other words, the popu- 
lists of the country, if unable to trust 
their own leaders, will return to the 
democratic fold and renew the fight for 
the principle of free coinage under the 

triumphant banner of democracy.

Not a single charge has been made

In a serious political campaign like 
the present one, such a ridiculous mis- 
application of zeal should make these 
organs the laughing stock of the coun- 
try. Unable to answer the logic of the 
speech, yet feeling called upon to make 
a reply of Some kind, they go to work 
with great diligence, and after reading 
over his old speeches from the time he 
left college, they bring forward the 
charge that his Chicago speech was sim- 
ply a bundle of repetitions. What does 
this charge amount to but a confession 
of inability on the part of these gold or- 
guns to successfully answer the logic 
of the speech? 

No man ever delivered a great speech 
or performed a notable deed of any kind 
but what some envious and shallow- 
minded person was always,ready to de- 
cry his achievement. Such was the 
case when Demosthenes pronounced his 
oration on the crown, and such has 
been true of every great speech which 
has been delivered since the days of the 
first Athenian orator. 

When a man is suddenly called upon 
to make what the public calls an im- 
promptu speech, what can he do but 
make use of such resources as he may 
already have in mind. Evenif he tried 
to do so, he could not prevent his mem- 
ory from coming to his assistance. As 
a rule, therefore, an impromptu speech 
of any, merit at all is made up to a 
certain extent of repetitions, and the 
very existence of these repetitions 
largely goes to prove that it was born 
of the inspiration of the moment. 
Every great orator prepares himself 
in advance for just such occasions. On 
one occasion inthe United States senate, 
Daniel Webster delivered a speech 
which every one regarded as impromptu. 
In the main the speech was unpremedi- 
tated, but there were many figures and 
phrases which he had carefully produced 
in the workshop of his brain several 
months before. It was in this speech 
that he made his celebrated fescription 
of the world-wide power of Britain. 

On being asked how it was that he 
could think of such a magnificent figure 
and clothe it in such beautiful language 
at one and the same time, Mr. Webster 
replied that he first conceived the pas- 
sage years before while walking one 
morning on the ramparts of Quebec. 
Such ridiculous arguments, therefore, 


as the single standard organs use against 


the speech of Mr. Bryan, fall to the 
ground. Notwithstanding the concerted 
efforts which these organs have made 
to detract from its merits, it stands to- 
day as one of the greatest achievements 
in American politics and will be read 
with eager delight by democrats for 
generations yet to come.

The Campaign in the Second District. 

In another column we print an article 
from The Albany LIlerald, relative to 
certain comments and criticisms that 
seem to have been made on Colonel Ed 
L. Wright, of Dougherty county, on ac- 
count of his failure to attend the Chi- 
cago convention, to which he had been 
elected as a delegate. 

Under all the circumstances it strikes 
us that these comments and criticisms 
are not only unjustifiable but unseemly. 
AS The Herald explains, the duties 
which devolved upon Colonel Wright, 
as chairman of the bimetallic demo- 
cratic campaign committee, and as man- 
ager of the democratic campaign in the 
second congressional district, rendered 
it imperatively necessary that he should 
remain at his post in that district and 
permit his alternate, Dr. Bush, to go to 
Chicago in his place.

A Lesson in Democratic Duty. 

We printed, yesterday, the letter of 
Ilion. W. G. Brantley, accepting the nom- 
ination for congress, unanimously ten- 
dered him by the democrats of the 
eleventh district. 

We refer to it here for the reason that 
it is in all respects a notable letter.

The Spirit of Toryism. 

The cry of alarm which the organs 
of the money power have raised in the 
present campaign is not without its pre- 
cedent in the early days of the re- 
public. 

When Thomas Jefferson first enun- 
ciated the principles of the democratic 
party, he was openly denounced by the 
members of the opposing party who 
charged him with plotting the destruc- 
tion of the government. 

Having just returned from France, 
where he represented this country in a 
diplomatic capacity, he was accused of 
having imbibed the spirit of the Irench 
revolution and of being a man entirely 
too dangerous to be trusted. 

Jefferson, however, laid the founda- 
tion of a national prosperity such as this 
country had never before enjoyed. 

When Andrew Jackson made his ap- 
pearance in public life he was assailed 
by every vicious term which could be 
found in the vocabulary of abuse. The 
administration of Jackson, however, not 
only inaugurated an era of prosperity, 
but it plated the government on such a 
firm financial basis, that public con- 
fidence could not possibly be disturbed. 

Every great reform movement brings 
out a spirit of toryism which vents it- 
self in foul predictions of disaster. But 
in spite of these predictions the country 
prospers. , 

The New York Journal, in a recent 
editorial, calls attention to the fact that 
two of its contemporaries, The Evening 
Post and The Commercial Advertiser, 
have been in existence for something 
over a hundred years, and that among 
their own files could be found the 
charges which the organs of the money 
power in those days had hurled against 
the democratic party. 

Referring to these files, The Journal 
Says: 

In the campaign of 1800 ‘‘Mercellus,”’ sup- 
posed to be Hamilton, predicted in The 
Commercial Advertiser that Jefferson, if 
elected, would turn out every federalist office 
holder, “‘tumble the financial system of 
the country into ruin at one stroke,’ and 
thus of necessity stop all payments of in- 
terest in the public debt and bring on ‘‘uni- 
versal bankruptcy and beggary.”’ He would 
dismantle the navy, so that “every vessel 
which floated from. our shores would be 
plundered or captured.” The scarred vet- 
erans of the revolution, deprived of their 
pensions, would be seen “starving in the 
streets, or living on the cold and precarious 
supplies of charity.”” The officers of the 
government, unable to collect their salaries, 
would resign and “counterfeiting would be 
practiced with impunity.” 

Susbequent events proved these predic- 
tions to be utterly without foundation. 
The policy of Mr. Jefferson was radical 
but Strictly American, and it eventuated 
in unbroken national prosperity. 

Continuing this discussion, The Jour- 
nal observes: 

Even after Jefferson’s election the alarm- 
ists continued their gloomy predictions for 
a time. The Evening Post, which from its 
very earliest days has had the habit of 
collecting its valuable opinions in pamphlet 
form, putting them on sale in its counting 
room, and then suppressing them when it 
finds it advisable to alter its course, at- 
tacked his first message in a series of ar- 
ticles signed ‘‘Lucius Crassus.’ The ver- 
dict of Crassus, otherwise The Post, was 
that: 

“The message of the president, by what- 
ever motives it may have been dictated, is 
a performance which ought to alarm ail 
who are anxious for the safety of our gov- 
ernment, for the respectability and welfare 
of our nation. It makes, or aims at mak- 
ing, a most prodigious sacrifice of consti- 
tutional energy, of sound principle and of 


public interest to the popularity of one 
man.’’ 


The malicious flings which the organs 
of the money power have made at Mr. 
Bryan in this campaign are no more 
reprehensible than those which were 
made at Mr. Jefferson in the early part 
of this century. Just as the cause of 
the people triumphed under Jefferson, 
and subsequently under Jackson, so it 
will triumph in the present campaign 
under the standard bearer of democ- 
racy.

Councilman Maddox has declared war 
¢n the distribution of offices as a reward 
for political services. 

Both councilmen struck a Keynote in the 
general council yesterday. They were ap+ 
plauded for their vixorous steps. 

Mr. Bell says that councilmen should 
not vote for velatives for public offices. 

Mr. Maddox says that trading of public 
offices should cease. He says that no man 
ehculd be turmed out of office on account 
of his religious belief. His gun is aimed at 
the alleged scheme to oust a clerk in the 
tax assessors’ office, giving the place to Mr, 
Charles Keith. 

Mr. Bell threw his boomerang because 
tbe son-in-law of a councilman was re- 
cently elected to public office by the vote 
of the councilman, Mr. Bell thinks that 
history should never repeat itself in that 
particular. : 

Ringing crdinances on ‘both subjects oc- 
cupied the attention of the general coun- 
cil yesterday. The prceceedings were inter- 
esting and lively. 

Mr. Bell thinks that it should be unlaw- 
ful for any member of the general coun- 
‘cil to vote for his relative or in any way 
to be influenced for the benefit of himself 


‘ or such relati?e. 


The councilman thinks that impeachment 
and removal from office are fit pen uities 
for a violation of the principle that officials 
should not vote for their relatives. And in 
this he has secured the unanimous appro- 
val of ihe generad council. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Bell introduced 
two ordinances in the council bearing on 


‘the subject. One of them passed the body 


unanimously and the other was referred to 
a committee. The first was-an instruction 
to the committee on legislatton to ask the 
legislature to amend the city charter pro- 
hibiting any member of the general coun- 
cil from voting, directly or indirectly, for 
any relative for any salaried oftice. 

The second ordinance makes it unlawful 
for the mayor or any member of the gen- 
eral council to vote for any relative for 
any salaried office; or to be influenced in 
his vote or other official action which 
throws money to himself or any member 
of his family. For a violation of..the or- 
dinance the penalty of impeachment and 
removal from office is prescribed. 


Mr. Bell Says It May Coma Later. 


The ordinance reads as follows: 

“An ordinance to make it a ground for 
impeachment for the mayor or any mem- 
ber of the general council to be infuenced 
in his vote in any election or action in 
any matter coming before the general 
council for consideration, directly or indi- 
rectly, by a money consideration or to 
vote for any relative as a candidate for 
any salaried office in the city government. 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council, that from and after 
the passage of this ordinance it shal) be un- 
lawful for the mayor or any alderman or 
councilman of the city of Atlanta to be 
influenced in his vote or other official ac- 
tion by any money consideration throwing 
to himself or any member of his family, 
directly or indirectly. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the au- 

thority aforesaid, that it shall be unlawful 
for the mayor or any member of the gen- 
eral council to vote in ‘any election for 
any relative of such mayor or member of 
the general council so voting for any sala- 
ried office under the city government. 
' “See. 3. Be it further ordained that the 
mayor or any member of the general coun- 
cil may be impeached for a violation of 
either of the preceding sections of this or- 
dinance and on conviction thereof before 
the mayor and general council may be pun- 
ished by removal from office. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further ordained that all 
ordinances and parts of ordinances in con- 


- flict with the foregoing be and are hereby 


repealed.’’ 

The ordinance directing the legislation 
comm ttee to ask the legislature to amend 
the city charter. in accordance with the pro- 
posed city ordinance was adopted witnout 
& dissenting voice. It follows: 


To Amend the City Charter. 

“Resolved by the mayor anu general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That the 
committee on legislation be, and they are, 
hereby instructed to prepare and submit 
to the next session of the general assem- 
bly of Georgia, an amendment to the char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta prohibiting -the 
Mayor and all members of the general 
council from voting in any election for 
Salaried officers for, any relative of such 
mayor or any member of the ge.eral coun- 
cil so voting for any salaried position un- 
der the city government, or from having 
the vote or other official action of such 
Mayor or member of the general counvil 
influenced directly or indirectly by money 
consideration moving to such mayor or 
member of the genéral council, and to pro- 
Vide by such améndment that such mayor 
or member of the general council may be 
impeached for a violation of such charter 
restrictions, and on conviction thereof be- 
fore the mayor and general council be 
Punished by removal from office.’”’ 


Mr. Maddox’s Ringing Platform. 
Councilman Maddox introduced a pre- 
amble and declaration of principles for 
councilmanic guidance, which set the pa- 
triotic blood of every nmrember of the body 
afire.

salaries instead of receiving compensation 
by the fee system as heretofore. 

This means a radical change in methods 
of federal discipline and is but the begin- 
ning of what will be the introduction of 
the salary system into all departments, in- 
cluding the deputy marshals. By the 
change which has come the United States 
marshal has already been placed on a 
salary and a bill is pending before con- 
gress to put the clerks end the commis- 
sioners in the same boat. In a year’s time 
it may be the whole federal force will be 
placed on the salary list of Uncle Sam 
instead of receiving remuneration in fees. 

This charge was. instituted on the first 
day of this month and grew out of an 
act approved May 28th, entitled: ‘“‘An act 
making an appropriation for the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial expenses of 
the government.’’ 

This act has just gone in force and 
makes a sweeping change in every district 
in Uncle Sam’s domain. 


Their Heads Threatened. 

When this bill requiring all help in the 
attorney’s office to be placed on _s sal- 
ary went into effect there was 
a tremor through the office of Colonel 
James. His force is one of the largest in 
the southern states. It was feared that 
the aggregate salaries would be too big 
for the authorities to allow. Several of 
the officials feared their heads were going 
before the expiration of the term. At the 
time Colonel Tinny Rucker was quite ill at 
his home in Athens and Colonel George 
Bell had been sick for quite a while with 
typhoid fever. 

It was not known exactly what condi- 
tion the force would be left in after the 
new law went into effect. It was then that 
Colonel James decided to make the trip to 
Washington. He carried with him a record 
of the doings of the court in this district. 
It was the contents of these records which 
showed the authorities at Washington the 
necessity for retaining the same force. The 
attorney explained the amount of business 
which had been done here in the last year, 
It was larger than in other districts in the 
United States. 

Fhis fact held good and the old force 
was again reappointed. Hereafter the sal- 


fr ary of Colonel James will be $5,000 instead 


of $6,000 as heretofore. The marshal's salary 
is also $5,000. Next July it is said that the 
commissioners will be placed on salaries. 


Reassigned the Force. 

The headquarters of the force of the 
United States marshals which have fre- 
quented the office of Marshal Dunlap has 
been changed and each deputy has been 
assigned to a certain district. Heretofore 
five or six deputies were kept at the United 
States building in this city and did their 
work from this point. Under the new law 
these deputies have been distributed 
throughout the northern district and the 
raids are made from their respective head- 
quarters.

Baker, Henry, Floyd, Meriwether, Bar- 
tow and Spalding were some of tnosea re- 
porting yesterday. 

In Glynn it was said that the democrats 
are not registering much. In some other 
counties the workers have been out among 
the voters and have started them to regis- 
tering carly. Every voter has to register 
this year and it is necessary for him to do 
it in person and to sign the oath or make 
his mark. The old method of being regis- 
tered by the tax receiver does not go any 
more under the new law. 

“T find that there is a great deal of mis- 
apprehension about the law outside the 
tenth district.” said the chairman. “Down 
there the voters have had experience with 
the law and they know what is required. 
Our majority only depends on the number 
who register.” 


The proceedings of the populists are be- 
ing watched with close interest. It is the 
judgment of all the democrats who call at 
headquarters that if the pops indorse Bryan 
or adjourn without nominating any one, 
Bryan will be elected by the greatest land- 
slide ever seen in this country. On the 
other hand, if they put out an independ- 
ent ticket, the result may be thrown in 
the house, but here in the south the demo- 
cratic majorities will still be larger than 
in recent years and the bolting from the 
populist ticket will be conspicuous. 


“It was a foregone conclusion with me 
that Bryan would be nominated,” said 
‘Uncle Bud” Kernodle, who dropped into 
headquarters. ‘“‘Mr. Bryan took ‘breakfast 
with us over at the railroad cafe once and 
I felt that he was the coming man. Major 
McKinley has been our guest two or three 
times. It gives a man good luck like find- 
ing a horseshoe.” 


“T have just been on a trip through Ten- 
nessee and I talked to a great many whole- 
sale men in Nashville and Chattanooga,” 
said an Atlanta business man to Chairman 
Clay vesterday. ‘I was agreeably surprised 
to find that they were all for Bryan. I 
had read so much tin the papers” which 
once were democratic abaut bolting that I 
concluded the whole party was going over 
into the republican camp. But don’t you 
believe their tales. One big wholesale mer- 
chant told me that four years ago he had 
ten men. traveling selling goods for his 
house.

The merchant had come to the conclusion 
that the trouble was the single gold stand- 
ard under which the farmer had to give 
twice @s much labor for a dollar as he had 
to give a few years back. This merchant 
said that he realized the truth of Bryan’s 
statement that a city may be destroyed, 
but if the farmer is prosperous the city 
will be rebuilt. On the other hand, if the 
farmér is not prosperous grass will grow in 
the streets of the cities.” 


A Newton county man who was up yes- 
terday said that there were not half a 
dozen democrats in the whole county who 
will vote for the republican negro elec- 
tors. 


Some one said that The New York Sun 
was making a bitter fight on Bryan. “Yes, 
but The Sun is always on the losing side,”’ 
was the rejoinder of a listener. “It bolted 
Cleveland for Ben Butler in 1884 and Butler 
did not get a corporal’s guard of votes.” 


It is the belief of the best posted demo- 
crats in the tenth district that Tom Watson 
will be in the race for congress again. 
Strong pressure is being brought to bear 
on Major Black to run again. The demo- 
crats say that they can carry the tenth all 
right and with less trouble than in the last 
election.

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Little Don Wilkie Was Sent To Jail 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


WAS TRIED FOR BURGLARY 


Evidence Was Against Him ani He 
Could Give No Bond. 


ROBBED THE “B AND B’ NINE DAYS AGO 


Henry Bryant Was His Partner and 
He Has Not Been Caught—De- 
tail of the Trial. 


Judge Bloodworth tried the most youthful 
burglar who has figured in the history of 
his judicial practice yesterday afternoon. 
It was Biscuit, the hardest little nut in 
Atlanta. 

The evidence wast convincing against 
him, and notwithstanding the hard fight 
made in his behalf by Attorney Walter 
Colquitt the incorrigible youngster was 
bound over to a higher court and was sent 
to jail to await trial. 

For the first time probably in his life 
Biscuit surrendered yesterday to the inevi- 
table, both in body and spirit. His charac- 
teristic boldness was gone and he was the 
very picture of unhappiness and despair. 
Contrary to his usual custom, he did not 
shed copious tears. His little pear-shaped 
facg was pale and thoughtful. 

iscuit did not rob the B. & B. by him- 
self. He had a partner about three years 
his senior, whose name he says is Henry 
Bryant. After the robbery they divided 
the spoils. The police are on the lookout 
for Bryant. 

W-hen his case was called Biscuit ad- 
vanced i:side the railing and sat in the 
chair usually occupied by prisoners. 

Detectives Taylor and Barrett were the 
first witnesses introduced, and they stated 
how Biscuit was found on Decatur street a 
few nights after the Bluthenthal & Bickart 
robbery taking in the town in his own 
style, with a brand new suit of clothes and 
plenty of small change in his pockets. They 
arrested him and he had later confessed 
that he had stood on the bridge while his 
partner had entered the store and secured 
the booty. 

Mr. Bickart told of the condition in 
which he had found his store on entering 
the next morning. Several doors were 
torn from their hinges, bottles’ were broken 
and scatteged; the cash register had been 
forced opeh and some small change taken, 
and a cigar box containing about fifteen 
dollars in change was missing. 

The chief witness against Biscuit was 
Turnkey Dobbins, of the station house. He 
had talked with the little prisoner in his 
cell and the latter had made a full con- 
fession. Biscuit had said that he and his 
partner, Henry Bryant, entered the store 
through a rear window next to the rail- 
road. They broke out a pane of grass and 
Biscuit went up to the second floor by the 
stairs, while Henry pulled himself up on the 
elevator. They then ransacked everything 
they could find, taking the money in the 
cigar box and the cash register—about $20 
in all. They then made their exit through 
the same window in the rear, divided their 
booty and separated. 

When he was asked to make a statement, 
Biscuit walked unfalteringly to the wit- 
nees box, and took his seat. He was very 
rcrvous, and very pele, and his little gray 
eyes glanced from one person to another 

‘Me and Henry met,’ said he, “at the 
capitol about 10 o'clock that morning, and I 
axed him fer a nickel, and he give it to 
me. I s22d him agin that evenin’ on Mitch- 
ell_street about 6 o'clock, and he give me 
$5 to git me a suit of clothes. I ain’t seed 
him since, and 1] never broke in no whisky 
store.”’ 

That was all he would say, and his coun- 
tenance fell as the judge asked him about 
his confession to Mr. Dobbins. The little 
prisoner hesitated for a moment, and then 
replied: “I told Dobbins a lie.’”’ 

It did not take the judge long to formu- 
late his decision. The papers were made 
out, and the tough bit of humanity was 
consigned to the custody of a big bailiff. 

The officer did not use the handcuffs. 
The cruel irons were not intended for such 
tiny fists as Biscuit’s. The bailiff secured 
a good hoid on the “cherub’s”’ sleeve, how- 
ever, and led him off to the jail. The 
bailiff would make six of the prisoner in 
stature, and the two excited much atten- 
tion as the little prisoner trotted by the 
side of the big officer along Hunter street, 
and over by the capitol to the ugly rock 
prisen. 

At the jail Biscuit was turned into the 
iron cage and immediately became on 
friendly terms with Hanye, Dice, the Delks 
and the other noted prisoners. During all 
this time he never shed a single tear. He 
was brave throughout. 

In a short while he was locked in a cell 
with Hale, the young man who was lockea 
up for trying to shoot a train brakeman 
several days ago. This will be Biscuit’s 
home until he is tried. 

A Constitution man called on Biscultt at 
the jail late yesterday afternoon, but no 
amount of persuasion could set his tongue 
to wagging. 

“T ain’t got a d—n bit of use fer news- 
paper "pcrters,’’ said he, and then he was 
lost in the crowd of prisoners in the cor- 
ridor.

BISCUIT BOUND OVER 
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TAX MATTER UP AGAIN TODAY. 


County Commissioners Will Discuss 
Bank Taxes This Morning. 

The board of county commissioners 
meets this morning at 10 o’clock and the 
widely discussed bank: taxation question 
comes up for final action. 

Yesterday the members of the board were 
notified by Chairman Collier of the called 
session and a full board will be present this 
morning. Commissioner Thompson, on ac- 
count of whose illness the last meeting ad- 
journed, will be able to be present and 
the bankers and insurance men interested 
have also been notified to be on hand. 

The board met in special session Wednes- 
day last to discuss the question, but Com- 
missioner Thompson was ill at the time, 
and he wrote a note to Chairman Collier 
asking for a postponement of the matter 
until he was able to meet with the board. 
Mr. Thompson was much better yesterday 
and his physician was of the opinion that 
he would be able to attend the session this 
morning. 

Since the question of bank and insurance 
taxes was first sprung by Commissioner 
Adair the bankers and insurance men have 
been quietly investigating the matter, and 
they will be ready with their statement to- 
day. They will tnsist that the corporations 
which they represent are not liable for 
the increased returns asked for in the 
resolution of Commissioner Adair and will 
attempt to show they are now paying all 
they are legally due the county. 

Commissioner Adair believes the corpora- 
tions are not paying their full share of 
taxes to the county, and he will urge that 
the county attorney be authorized to pro- 
ceed to collect, not only this year’s taxes, 
but all past due taxes which have not 
been paid. 

The session this morning promises to be 
very interesting and it is said the corpora- 
tions will fight any effort made to hold 
them liable for these increased returns. 

New System of Bookkeeping. 

A new set of books and records are now 
in use in the office of the clerk of the 
board of county commissioners and the old 
records have been greatly improved upon 
by the new methods. . 

“The new system is upon the same prin- 
ciple as is used in banks and large com- 
mercial offices,” said Commissioner Adair 
yesterday. ‘“‘We have been using books and 
records which were out of date, and the 
county had long ago outgrown the old sys- 
tem. The books now in use are the latest, 
and the exact condition of the county can 
be seen at a glance. 

“We are also able by this method to 
show balances and the accounts of each 
department of the county, and no bank in 
the city has a better system.” 

Other improvements are being considered 
and the commissioners will adopt a perfect 
system for all the offices of the county.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Gold Exports Extend Their Influence 


to the Chicago Market. 


Chicago, July 20.—The influence of the 
continued decline in the New York stock 
market was the principal bear argument 
used in wheat today, the options opening 
in a debilitated manner. .

Corn.—With everything else in the specu- 
lative mrarket corn showed a decline, and 
was assisted in its downward tendency by 
the favorable weather conditions for that 
grain.

visible supply reported for week before last 
was sufficiently discouraging to offset some 
of the unfavorable crop news, and it does 
not look as though the report today would 
show much if any decrease. The movement 
of spring wheat is not quite so large, how- 
ever, and should further developments cone 
firm the reports of reduced sales of winter 
wheat by the country the volume of fresh 
supplies may not prove depressing.

The shipments of wheat and flour last 
week included 425,000 busheis from the Pa- 
cific Coast against 244,000 bushels the pre- 
vious week. 

There has been no news of importance in 
regard to the European crops, the outlook 
being for very satisfactory yields in the 
principal countries. It is undoubtedly due 
to this that the importing countries of 
western Europe have been willing to allow 
their surplus stocks to fall off in the face 
of unusually small supplies from India, 
Australia and Argentine. According to last 
week’s report the Russian snipments were 
much smaller, and it is net improbable that 
they wil) continue lighter until another 
harvest, although there is no direct infor- 
mation to that effect. The renewal of an 
export demand for American wheat is 
taken as an evidence that offerings from 
eastern Europe are lighter and a fair de- 
mand for our wheat this summer seems 
very probable. It is not clear, however, 
how far they will be willing to follow or 
how necessity might compel them to follow 
an advance in prices in this country should 
gga gmnen g: here stimulate the home mar- 

ets, 

The market for corn has been quiet and 
about steady. Prices have been sustaind 
more by speculative sympathy with wheat 
and oats than by any favorable develop- 
ments having a direct bearing upon the 
value of this cereal]. Receipts have been 
lighter. Although there is a great deal of 
corn still in the country, the movement is 
only moderate. The large amount that was 
put in cribs is practically tied up because 
the owners could not market it now except 
at a loss of 4 to 5 cents per bushel, and 
they were not willing to take that loss at 
present. The outlook for the growing crop 
continues on the whole quite favorable. Oats 
have been firmer on reports of serious dam- 
age to the crop, which, it is thought, may 
reduce the yield 200,000,000 bushels. This will 
relieve the pressure to some extent, but the

New York, July 20.—(Special.)—The mar- 
ket was without feature today, unless its 
stubborn refusal to go materially lower 
can be called such. January, under the 
stimulus of a higher Liverpool, opened at 
6.2%, declined to 6.22 and closed at 6,23@6.24, 
with the tone steady. The crop has yet 
to pass through the most critical month, 
and there is no doubt that there has been 
far too much rain in the southeastern 
The prospect at the moment is still 
for a very large if not a record breaking 
yield, but every cotton man Knows that it 
is quite within the possibibities for a disas- 
ter to occur, which might suddenly change 
the outlook for the worse. The statistical 
position of cotton is very strong, and any 
serious disaster would instantly, cause «a 
revolution in prices. For this reason care- 
ful operators are not now in any hurry 
about selling cotton, and the more con- 
servative among them are inclined rather 
to buy than to sell. As the time for de- 
livery notices on August contracts ap 
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proaches, the interest and uncertainty about 


the course of August grows more intense. 
Indications are not wanting that somebody 
is getting ready to cover. August, but, in 
view of the certainty that much old and 
new cotton will find its way hither for de- 
livery in August, there are grave doubts 
about the success of any such scheme, 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, July 20.—Cotton closed = un- 
changed as compared with the opening, 
but at a net advance of 1@4 points as com- 
pared with Saturday’s closing prices, ex- 
cepting August, which declined 3 points.

Chicago, July 20.—The continued depres- 
sio. in Wall street seoms tu be the only 
thing that promises an advance in wheat, 
While the decline of the stock market 

should not apparently have any influence 
on wheat, nevertheless it has a tendency 
to keep buyers out of the market for 
fear the depreciation in one might extend 
to the other. News on wheat is of a bul- 
lish character. There seems to be a good 
foreizn and domestic demand for the cash 
article. There is considerable competition 
among elevators in Chicago, St. Louis and 

Toledo, but the country acceptance of bids 
sent out is said to be on a light scale. 
St. Louis was very strong and at one time 
showed a good advance over Saturday, 
while our market was lower. Toledo was 
also firm and it is thought the relative 
strength in these outside markets will 
naturally divert wheat from Chicago east. 
Estimated receipts tomorrow, however, of 
420 cars were quite liberal. The world’s 
wheat shipments continue under theoretical 
requirement, amounting the past wee 
to 5,500,000 bushels. Of this amount Ameri- 
ca shipped nearly 3,000,000 bushels. Cables 
reported Liverpool %4d and Paris 5 centimes 
lower. Clearances were moderate at about 
200,000 bushels. The visible showed a de- 
crease of 447,000 bushels. Should the stock 
market show any strength it is quite likely 
that wheat will do better. We favor pur- 
chases on weak places. 

The good rains over the corn belt have 
caused a:‘heavy feeling in that cereal, 
prices declining nearly 3 cents from Sat- 
urday’s closing.

Oats were firm and would probably show 
an advance on any strength in the other 
cereals. Reports are of a bullish nature. 

Provisions were heavy on continental 
liquidation; also on selling by packers. The 
only important buying was by a large local 
trader who covered a large line of pork.

The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

Developments during the past week have 
been on the whole rather encouraging to 
higher prices for wheat. The crop situation 
in this country and to a less extent the 
trade situation, have assumed a more hope- 
ful appearance and the improvement in 
prices would doubtless havé~been greater 
had it not been for the unsettled feeling 
about finances resulting from the political 
situution. This feature, gether with the 
unsatisfactory state of general business 
has reduced the volume of speculation in 
all markets to a minimum, but there is 
probably a stronger sentiment in favor of 
wheat in professional circles than in regard 
to any other market, and it does not need 
much further encouragement to produce a 
buying movement that will result in a very 
fair advance in prices. The winter wheat 
crop is small, spring wheat is losing ground 
and values seems to be about on a fair ex- 
port level, hence there is. apparently no 
good reason for changing the opinion that 
wheat ought to be bought on the weak spots 
until there is a change in the character of 
developments. 

Advices both public and private in regurd 
to spring wheat agree that the crop in 
Iowa, northern Minnesota and nearly all of 
North Dakota has deteriorated very ma- 
terially, owing to rust or other causes, 
and the aggregate yield of spring wheat 
will falle considerably below that of last 
year, even with favorable weather here- 
after. Developments are justifying the po- 
sition taken by some of the best authoritie» 
in the northwest some time ago. As fre- 
quently noted in this paper, the shortage 
in the acreage in the great producing region 
of the Red river valley, and the cenditions 
under which the wheat was sown and under 
which it grew for the first month or six 
weeks, greatly reduced the chances of an- 
other yield like that of last year. Last year 
the growing season in the northwest came 
very near perfection, and the result was an 
enormous yield of wheat. It is too early 
to make,any definite prophecy as to what 
the final outcome will be this year, but 
it seems already evident that the yield will 
be materially smaller than last season, and 
the crop is stili far from secure. 

The movement of new' winter wheat has 
been larger than last year or the year be- 
fore so far this month, but some of the 
recognized authorities which get returns 
directly from the country say that thresh- 
ing shows the quality to be disappointinst 
oftener than otherwise and state that the 
yield is not exceeding expectations. Some 
of the Chicago receivers who are anxious 
to accommodate a stock of winter wheat 
say their bids did not secure much wheac 
An the country last week, although they 
were at a considerable premium over the 
price of cash spring wheat. The St. Louis 
and Toledo markets, where future pricey 
are based on No. 2 winter wheat, were quite 
firm for the same reason. It looks very 
much as though winter wheat would again 
command a premium over spring wheat 


this year unless the spring wheat crop turns - 


out to be quite small. It was suggested iu 
this paper some time ago that the hope of 
free silver coinage and a depreciated dol- 
lar might influence farmers to hold back 


their wheat as long as possible. There is 


no direct evidence so far that this is being 
done, but some of the large grain dealers 
think it may become a factor of importanc¢ 
during the summer and fal) months.

York, as seemed probable Saturday. 
mcocrrow’s meeting means everything to the 
association. With two lines on the evo of 
departing, and all that their going means, 
and a threatening demoralization of rates 
over this territory, the members of the 
board have a perplexing problem to solve. 


Two policies are favored in the present 


crisis. Some think it would be best to meet 
the Seaboard’s cut, if not go it one better. 
This would mean the loss of millions tn 
revenue, and all would suffer—not only the 
Southern and its allies, but the innocents 
as well. 

There are others who think that it is 
possible to wall the Seaboard in. These 
say that it would be better for all lines 
in the association to refuse to participate in 
the cut rates offered by the Seaboard from 
Baltimore. They believe this would hem in 
the Seaboard, and that it would get no 
freight except that which was consigned 
to points along its line. They hold that 
such a policy would close the Seaboard in 
on both sides for its entire length and at 
Atlanta. Théy assert that the association 
lines could better afford to let the Seaboard 
do all the Atlanta business and all the 
other business from Baltimore to its local 
points than to cut rates. 


All Are in Ignorance. 

No one can tell what will be done at the 
meeting, but to one on the outside it looks 
as though the Seaboard’s rates would have 
to be met. But as the Southern would be 
the chief loser by the other policy, its 
vote may decide. 

The Senboard representatives declare that 
it is immaterial to them which course the 
association adopts. 

Atlanta’s nf&rchants naturally hope that 
the association lines will refuse to meet 
the Seaboard’s cut. As things stand now. 
the Atlanta merchant can get about every- 
thing he wants through Baltimore, and he 
gets it at less cost than the merchants of 
Macon, Augusta, Chattanooga, Columbus 
and other competing cities have to pay. 
This gives the Atlanta business man an ad- 
vantage over his competitors in othey 
cities, and Atlanta can get down further 
into their territory. 

Western goods for Atlanta are starting 
For instance, one 
shipment of about ten carloads of fiour 
from Chicago is coming by way of Balti- 
more instead of by the all-rail route, and 
the freight is several cents cheaper per 
barrel by Baltimore and the Seaboard than 
it is by the all-rail line. A number of other 
shipments could be named which developed 
yesterday. This. routing of business by new 
lines is nettling the roads which have been 
doing the business in the past. Still the 


- Western lines would prefer to lose a few 


hundred carloads of freight to the Seaboard 
than to see general demoralization. The 
same is true of the eastern roads and 
steamship lines, but they have no assur- 
ance that the Seaboard will give up this 
fight soon. If it seemed certain that it 
would be a short-lived cut, most of the 
roads would cbject to meeting the reduced 
rates. But Mr. St. John has declared that 
this is to be a war to the end, and he has 
the reputation of being anything but a 
quitter. 
Seaboard in the Fight. 

There seems to be a card or two still uy 
the Seaboard’s sleeve. They were caught on 
the first cut announced because the lines 
out of New York, Philadelphia and Boston 
would not participate. That was a clever 
play hy Commissioner Haines in heading off 
that first rate sheet, and he was enablea 
to do it because the agreement of the as- 
scciation lines is so strong that they all 
had to do as he ordered them. Whether 
they can all be held solidly against the 
Seaboard for months is another matter, 
They are united now agdinst it, but can 
they withstand the pressure of all the 
southern cities for as good rates as Atlanta 
is getting? And will New York and other 
eastern points stand by and see Baltimore 
doing all the business into this territory? 
It is provided in the association agreement, 
that if one eastern point gets a cut rate, all 
the other points are to get relative rates. 

Soliciting freight men of the association 
lines had a quiet time of it yesterday on 
Alabama street, as they found that what 
stuff was being ordered was coming from 
or through Baltimore. 

Among the railway officials expected here 
tomorrow are: Vice President Baldwin and 
Traffic Manager Culp, of the Southern; 
Vice President Erwin, of the Plant; Presi- 
dent Comer and Traffic Manager Shellman, 
of the Central; Vice President Knott, of 
the Louisville and Nashville, and President 
J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. 

General. Superintendent McBee, of the 
Seaboard Air-Line, was here yesterday, and 
left last night for Portsmouth. He said 
that this rate war was not in his depart- 
ment, but that the Seaboard’s policy was te

GOOD NEWS IF TRUE. 


Nothing Known vA Atlanta of the Re- 


ported Railroad Sale. 

Nothing occurred in Atlanta yesterday to 
verify the reported purchase of the Mariet- 
ta and North Georgia by the Norfolk and 
Western’s reorganization committee. The 
report might be true and nothing be known 
of it here, but there was nothing to cor- 
roborate the statements of the sale. 

Mr. Eugene C. Spalding, co-receiver of 
the Marietta and North Georgia, had no 
news of it, but on the other hand had a 
message from New York to the effect 
that nothing was known of it there. 

In reply to a telegram. from The Consti- 
tution, asking him if he was interested in 
the deal, Mr. James Swann, of New York, 
replied that he knew nothing of it. 

The deal could have been worked possi- 
bly in London. The majority of the Nor- 
folk and Western securities are held abroad 
and the capital behind the syndicate which 
has bought the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia is English. Newman Erb,, however, is 
not the head of this syndicate, and, in fact, 
he has very little financial interest in the 
SYndicate. It may be, however, that he 
has secured and negotiated a transfer of 
the syndicate’s bid to the Norfolk and 
Western’s reorganization committee, al- 
though it is am unusual procedure for re- 
organization committees to buy roads 
which are not represented in the receiver- 
ship, 

If the report proves to be true it will be 
a welcome deal to Atlanta, provided, of 


course, that the Norfolk and Western con- | 


tinues to be fhdependent after its reorgani- 
zation. It is rumored, however, that the 
eae ane has been after that road also. If 
ae ry gy ® fact, the deal would not 
Steeda ren an independent outlet. The 
coho nd Western extends from Bristol, 
et © Hagerstown, Md., and by another 
oute to Norfolk. It is a great coal car- 
rier and is an important highway from 
the Pittsburg and Detroit territory, down 
the south. But it is now stopped at Bris- 
tol by the Southern, which runs up there 
from Chattanooga and Knoxville, The dis- 
tance from Bristol to Knoxville, the north- 
ern end of the Marietta and North Georgia, 
is 131 miles. With that link connected and 
& line twenty miles long from Marietta to 
Atlanta, the Norfolk and Western would 
get down flere in the best territory in the 
south. The proposed road from Augusta 
to Chattanooga would give it am outlet 
to tide water on the Atlantic coast, and 
the road would be a valuable line to all 
this terrftory. The Norfolk and Western 
could make the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia pay, and more than that it could bond 
the line already built for enough to come 
into Atlanta, get terminals here and have 
money left to spend on the extension to 
Bristol. The Marietta and North Georgia 
cost the present syndicate about $4,000 a 
mile. There is a fine margin for bonding 
on that basis, especially if the road had 
connection with the Norfolk and Western. 


Abolished the Exchange. 

The railroad mail exchange at the union 
passenger station has been abolished and 
the roads are forwarding their correspond- 
ence with connections in stamped envel- 
opes. It causes kicking bit there is noth- 
ing else to be done.

Fulton superior court, 
Simmons, C. J.—The owner of land sold it 

partly for cash, and took promissory notes 
payable monthly for the balance of the 
purchase money, and gave to the vendee a 
bond for titles. After collecting a portion 
of the purchase money notes, the vendor 
indorsed and transferred the others to an- 
other, at the same time delivering to the 
lutter as an escrow a deed conveying the 
property to the vendee, to be delivered to 
him upon payment of the balance of the 
purchase money, which deed was, however, 
delivered by the vendee before the pay- 
ments were completed. A judgment was 
rendered against the vendor after the first 
but not before the second delivery of the 
escrow, and an execution issued upon this 
judgment was levied upon the land as the 
property of the vendor and a claim filed 
by the transferee of the notes,. to whont 
the vendee had conveyed after receiving 
the escrow deed. It appeared that the de- 
fendant in execution was insolvent, and also 
that it was not in the least degree prob- 
able that he would ever be held liable upon 
his indorsement of the transferred notes, 
the vendee having paid them promptly as 
they matured, thus reducing the indebted- 
ness to a small proportion of its original 
amount. Held, that though the delivery of 
the escrow deed may have been unauthor- 
ized, and irrespective of the question as to 
when it should be regarded as taking effect, 
the vendor under the facts recited had no 
leviable interest in the land. Inusmuch as 
the purchaser at sheriff's sale would ac- 
quire only such interest as the vendor had 
in the premises, and as that interest was 
too vague, uncertain and contingent to be- 
come the subject matter of the sale and 
purchase, the judge who tried the case 
without the intervention of a jury was 
right in adjudging generally that the land 
was not subject to the execution,
